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enrich his growth and development as a leader and that is what the man whose nomination i am seconding 
has done [Music] [Applause] our country is at a critical period in its history we are at a time of crisis a time of 
testing our responsibility as delegates is to nominate a leader who has met and passed the test who has the 
strength and character to restore the confidence of the people in their government to inspire this and future 
generations to visions of further greatness for america we are fortunate that our party has such a leader one 
whom i have known and with whom i have worked closely for more than 16 years i know him to be a man of 
outstanding ability and inspiring integrity i know him to be a man of strength i know him to be a man of 
compassion and i know him to be a man who truly cares about the future of this country and all of its people 
[Music] tonight tonight we have the opportunity to give to america a leader who has the clear vision the deep 
understanding and experience necessary to unite the american people i am proud to second the nomination 
of the next president of the united states richard m nixon nixon is the one [Applause] 
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[Applause] governor john volpe of massachusetts seconding the nomination of richard nixon for the his 
party's nomination for the presidency cbs news color coverage of campaign 68 the republican national

quadrennial meeting of the grand old party and this the third night of the convention the night on which it 
nominates its candidate for the presidency of the united states the names of nelson rockefeller governor of 
new york and ronald reagan governor of california have been placed before the convention already tonight 
and now the name of richard nixon has gone before the convention and the seconding speeches are being 
made for him now this is richard ogilvy the illinois gubernatorial candidate president of the cook county board 
he's addressing the convention on urban problems and the poor and nixon's approach to those problems the 
seconding speeches for mr nixon have been well arranged to take issues and the major problems before the 
nation to the convention point out to them how nixon would be the best man to help solve those problems 
dan rather on the floor of the convention is with governor cargo david cargo come in dan walter has a break 
in governor cargo's situation as you may recall and as we reported over the last several days governor dan 
cargo of new mexico started dave cargo i should say i beg your pardon governor governor cargill started out 
asa 
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governor cargill started out as a rockefeller man then i believe it was yesterday wasn't it governor that you 
indicated that you would vote for richard nixon well actually i had been uncommitted for the past several 
months but i in view of some developments in new mexico late this afternoon in which my integrity i feel was 
impugned uh and where it was stated that i was selling out and this was the only reason that i would support 
nixon i'm switching my vote now you're switching back to rockefeller going to vote for nelson rockefeller i 
have great admiration i have a great admiration for richard nixon a very good friend of mine but i think to 
clarify the situation that i should cast my vote for rockefeller so governor you're changing your vote now can 
you carry any one of the delegation with him i think the delegation will split uh eight five and one eight for 
nixon five for reagan and and one for raga now why are you changing back to rockefeller you mentioned 
something back in new mexico because the statement has been made by nixon people there that i've sold 
out that i'm merely seeking their support and uh i'm not doing that in other words you think you got unfair 
pressure from the nixon people after saying that you would vote for that's right because i was going to vote 
for him but do you really think rockefeller has any chance left probably not i don't know very little but i think in 
order to be intellectually honest about all of it uh in spite of the fact that it's going to probably hurt me ina 
primary uh i'm going to cast my vote for nelson rockefeller well new mexico was goldwater country in the last 
election that's correct do you think that rockefeller could carry the state of nominated yes yes i do walter 
that's the story from the floor governor david cargo of new mexico changing back to rockefeller but he has 
only one vote in new mexico delegation richard nixon will probably get the preponderance of the new mexico 
delegation dan i found 
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of the new mexico delegation dan i found out a fascinating vignette of the pressures and the personal 
considerations the sway of vote here although uh thank you very much governor cargo says he may uh he 
may lose his own uh race in mexico because of uh because of this switch he feels it's intellectually honest to 
do so he's peaked because of some charges that were made justly or unjustly and it shows how politics were 
influenced by these the smallest drift in the wind howard baker the senator from tennessee is speaking now 
seconding mr nixon and cbs news color coverage of campaign 68 we'll continue in a moment after this pause 
for station identification this is cbs um right here 
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[Applause] good evening again from miami beach miami beach's convention hall and the republican national 
convention where now the names of nixon rockefeller and reagan have been placed before the convention 
as well as those of some favorite sons and we're moving a little bit closer to the balloting for the presidential 
nomination of the grand old party that will come in a couple of hours from now probably more or less give or 
take an hour or so there's still a three favorite sun nominations to be heard and the nomination also of harold 
stassen that will the convention will hear tonight for the fifth time since 1948 eric silverade now that we've got 


the three principal candidates names before the convention how does it all look from your analysis booth 
there off the floor well walter a lot of this of course is so familiar so conventional and routine it's the ritual of 
this thing but there there is personal drama here in an historical sense somebody said years ago that in 
united states in the public life of the united states whether it's sports or politics one is either a hero or a bum 
it's supposed to be little i've been a little easier to go from hero hood to bum hood but it can be the road can 
be traveled the other way now look at the stories here of richard nixon and nelson rockefeller six years ago 
richard nixon after that defeat to pat brown for the governorship of california seemed absolutely finished and 
dead in republican party politics at any level no one would have imagined that he would be in this position six 
years later four years ago in san francisco in the cow palace the goldwater convention 
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goldwater convention nelson rockefeller was a bum in philosophical and party terms to a great majority of 
goldwater delegates there who almost booed him out of the place and now here he is if not the hero of this 
convention certainly one of the good guys again and these two men the front runners here nixon seems way 
ahead are probably the two most relaxed men on in on miami beach tonight governor rockefeller is going to 
go on living perfectly happily if he does not get this his whole feeling is that he's done his best to give his 
party a new direction and an alternative and that his conscience is perfectly clear about it the problem will be 
assuming as we do assume that mr nixon going to be nominated to get these two men together the governor 
of new york will certainly support mr nixon if he's nominated in the campaign this fall which he did not do for 
mr goldwater four years ago but he has unquestionably uh done considerable damage to mr nixon's election 
prospects by the campaign of the last two months in all the mass media the notion that mr nixon cannot win 
the argument that he cannot take certain minorities and great urban centers all that somehow has to be 
finessed again and political leaders have a way of doing that year after year there is uh apparently to be no 
dark horse in this presidential race here there is some talk here and there that there might be one at the vice 
presidential level and if there is one it might be a governor shafer of pennsylvania he hasn't been talked 
about very much in terms of vice presidency but there are certain arguments about it that that have a ring of 
some uh authenticity about it governor reagan is taking has taken himself out completely for consideration for 
vp mr lindsay mayor lindsay would certainly alienate quite a number of conservative and southern supporters 
of mr nixon that is the argument you will hear senator percy of illinois is popular 
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senator percy of illinois is popular well placed in many ways mr nixon doesn't need him for illinois i'm sorry 
walter excuse me just a moment but the possible vice presidential nominee has just stepped up to the 
podium to second uh mr nixon perhaps we should hear a few words from him we'll come back to you in just a 
moment this is mark hatfield the senator from oregon who placed the nixon nomination at the 60 convention 
and is now second there is no more worthy objective of this convention of the nominee that we choose of the 
president of the united states then that we succeed in our quest for an honorable peace with peace we can 
move forward on so many vital domestic opportunities without peace we are destined to an endless draining 
of our greatest resource our youth and our financial resources i believe that dick nixon knows more world 
leaders and more about more nations than any other man of either political [Applause] party he offers us a 
new direction a new diplomacy in world affairs a new hope for peace in asia an enduring peace that will not 
bring us another war to end this war and secure an honorable peace must come out of a national 
commitment and to do so will take the courage to start telling the american people and the world the truth 
and start facing up to the hard facts 
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hard facts that have been denied us by this administration america cannot afford four more years of this kind 
of leadership which has failed to bring an end to this longest and perhaps most costly war in american history 
in richard nixon we have a man who has the compassion to see war not in terms of body counts kill ratios or 
tons of bombs he recognizes human suffering whether it be ours or that of the enemy and he is the man who 


can best put a stop to it while president johnson continues to escalate richard nixon urges massive 
commitment and training of the south vietnamese to defend themselves and to guarantee their own freedom 
and security and phasing out of american troops richard nixon does not see the answer in terms of more 
bombs but greater utilization of our political economic and social instrumentalities because of my faith and 
belief in our young people i believe this is one of the greatest of all of our responsibilities that we must 
provide them with the leadership that will deliver on the promise of peace richard nixon is not bound by the 
mistakes of the past he does not have to defend them or apologize for them and he can bring to this 
government a new faith for our young people that it will be responsive to their needs and the needs of all our 
citizens from experience from personal involvement from intellect and most of all from 
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from intellect and most of all from compassion richard nixon is a fighter for peace and a pilgrim for peace i 
second the nomination of richard nixon the nixon hatfield signs are already up the word is out that uh hatfield 
may be mr nixon's choice as vice presidential running mate at 46 he's already had a distinguished career in 
the party he was governor of uh corrigan beginning in 1958 when he was just 36. he nominated mr nixon at 
the convention in chicago in 1960 with just 288 well chosen words that was the shortest nominating speech 
since norman judd nominated lincoln in 1860 with 27 words in 64 hatfield was the keynoter of the convention 
and delivered a liberal moderate speech despite the conservative goldwater control of that convention 
caused some rumblings in the [Music] convention the nominating speeches have been completed now for 
richard nixon [Music] and this is the nominating speech for harold stasson [Music] a hall filled with concerned 
americans an official body of dedicated republicans who are charged with an awesome responsibility of 
making momentous decisions which could mark a turning point in our party for our nation for the world and 
yes for all mankind i also counted a signal honor to place a nomination before this convention the name of a 
man who has dedicated his life 
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life to the cause of world peace and the freedom of man a man who is perhaps the most misunderstood and 
underestimated man in america today i am humbly grateful for this opportunity to place the nomination the 
name of harold e stassen as a candidate for the republican nominee for president of the united states 
stassen was the boy wonder of minnesota and republican party politics quite a few years ago he's 61 years 
old now he uh congressman from minnesota ran for the presidential nomination actively in 48 52 and 60 and 
56 and 64. he saw that his name was mentioned a few times around but didn't actually get a placed in 
nomination uh in 56 a matter of fact he attempted to stop nixon once before that time as a vice presidential 
nominee he got a little cabal going that didn't get anywhere it was put down pretty quickly by president 
eisenhower and never got off the ground at all he's uh was the president of the university of pennsylvania for 
five years a mutual security administrator under president eisenhower presidential assistant on disarmament 
with cabinet rank he's had a distinguished career but uh somehow other seems to be obsessed with this 
campaign for the presidency he spent a good deal of money travel around the country opened a few 
headquarters which were very ill attended made quite a few speeches makes a great deal of sense in those 
speeches but nobody after all this time takes them very seriously including apparently senator javits of new 
york but uh here he is being mentioned again he's been moving 
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being mentioned again he's been moving up and down collins avenue in and out of the hotels uh a rather 
lonely figure with one secret service guard and a few uh supporters a few young supporters one of them will 
second his nomination paul walter jr known as tim of ohio 21 years old the youngest delegate of this 
convention he's not even going to vote for stass on the first ballot he's either going to vote for rockefeller or 
mayor lindsay but he was an early status and supporters going to second his nomination cbs news color 
coverage of campaign 68 the republican national convention in miami beach will continue in a moment 
[Music] like a good mild taste did you address me thought you might like a parliament it's an american 


cigarette really you get the most out of my mess with five cigarettes it's the mouthpiece cigarette you see the 
filters recessed tastes mild makes the most of mildness really [Music] you get the most well what about 
parliament parliament sorry it's the other way [Music] this is the republican national convention at miami 
beach in case there's anybody out there watching who hasn't been clued in by now this is the nominating 
speech for harold stassen a candidacy which is not taken seriously 
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a candidacy which is not taken seriously here except for by anyone except by perhaps harold stassen i 
suppose he does a very serious man with some very clear ideas about this nation his future and where the 
position ought to take in the world but who has run out of string of political uh possibilities long since he even 
ran at one time for mayor of philadelphia didn't make that this after a brilliant start as a boy wonder of 
republican politics and governor of minnesota there's william miller who was the vice presidential candidate 
in 1964 with goldwater and one of the rockefeller supporters was a rockefeller secondary across biscayne 
bay violence broke out tonight in a predominantly negro section of a miami a long way from convention hall 
some 10 miles or so i'm told it had nothing to do with the convention it followed a mass meeting of negroes in 
a city park at least nine persons including a cbs news television sound man were injured and none we 
understand seriously so two buildings reportedly reset a fire some looting was reported more than 200 police 
were sent to the area and some tear gas was used at one point to disperse a rock and bottle throwing crowd 
governor kirk a rather key figure possibly tonight the host governor at this convention but also a maverick 
governor in his own state delegation which is controlled by the state chairman a man who threatened to call 
for the roll call a polling of his florida delegation to break up a solid front for nixon left the hall to go with the 
reverend ralph abernathy head of the poor people's campaign out through the scene we don't not know 
whether he has returned to the hall we have not seen him yet if he is absent when the balloting takes place 
in another hour and a half or so from 
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in another hour and a half or so from now it could make some difference in this first ballot roll call so events 
may be interceding in the republican delegate count during the presidency harry reisner i'm told you have a 
report for us from the podium well i was just um thinking earlier that people at home watching and seeing all 
the cameras and reporters moving around the floor might think that television and radio were the only 
aspects of journalism interested in this convention but right here on both sides of the platform are long rows 
of very narrow desks temporary desks made of flanking with about 300 reporters on each side of the platform 
a total of around 600 here at any given time in a way their presence and the way they're handled is as 
anachronistic as some other aspect of conventioneering for one thing while they can hear reasonably well 
down where they are they can't see anything and uh when anything happens out on the floor that they want 
to see they pile up along the railings and climb on the tables and some of them are fairly well along in years 
and still don't get a very good view they can't even see that with their back at all they can't see with any 
degree of accuracy who's at the podium and who's speaking so what they do is uh is about what you were 
noting the other day the delegates do they read newspapers or talk to each other they have the advantage of 
most of them having telephones and they can make calls to home and some of them have transistor radios 
so they can hear what's going on in the podium about 20 feet from them but you do see some names widely 
familiar to americans james reston and harrison southwest new york times are here salisbury's very faithfully 
there most of the time uh columnist marcus childs and david broder wrote of the washington post warren 
weaver the new york times the column politically political columnist team of novak and evans charlotte curtis 
the uh society editor of the new york times has been here often on i don't know what aspect of it she's 
covering her i don't know why craig claiborne who's uh concerned with food is up in the writing 
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concerned with food is up in the writing press area unless he's checking out the hot dogs in the in the hall 
jimmy breslin the columnist is there not all of them are what you call working press you get a lot of publishers 
particularly from smaller papers and some bigger ones who find that a working press credential if the 
convention gives them a freedom of boom that they wouldn't have with a normal ticket uh there are some 
there's art hoppy a humor columnist on the west coast of our art buckwald is here from time to time in one 
disguise or another people like phil potter of the baltimore sun a lot of people normally cover the white house 
come down here at convention time and then sprinkle through in no particular place as far as i can see area 
bunch of the foreign press who keep looking as if they didn't understand what was going on thus giving them 
something in common with a good many of their american colleagues wallard charlotte curtis and craig 
claiborne i've written a couple of pretty devastating pieces out here for the new york times as i know you 
actually know you've had tongue-in-cheek about it clayburn did a piece up on the on the food in the 
restaurants from miami beach that i think is going to get the new york times ban from miami beach for the 
next six years until they apologize he's uh you know he's the only uh food editor i've ever known i bet i 
haven't known very many who was also an excellent reporter when claiborne goes to a restaurant and 
reports you know everything about it not just how the crepes is that tastes but you get the same kind of 
feeling of what you would get if a straight journalist went and described what the place was like and i think 
he's also usually fairly accurate uh i don't know if you've had much chance to eat in miami and miami beach 
restaurant i haven't since the convention started but uh claiborne's recommendations are usually pretty good 
he mentioned once i think the most devastating parenthetical remark he made was when he was mentioning 
a particular restaurant and he said oddly enough the food is quite good 
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well he hasn't covered the people who are catering our sandwiches up in our cbs booth which now you are 
getting an absolutely resplendent very reasonable eye view of harry can't see this from his position on the 
podium right now but that's a one of our cameras i suppose on the floor somewhere i don't know where that 
camera is getting this picture of us i'll wave that proves that i can really see it probably better than you can 
cbs news color coverage of campaign 68 the republican national convention in miami beach will continue in a

of come to a screeching slowdown here with the nominating speech for harold stassen who nobody here 
except perhaps former governor stassen himself takes very seriously as a candidate and this speech will be 
followed by a seconding speech then we'll move on to a couple more favorite sun nominations those for 
senator clifford case of new jersey for senator james rhodes of ohio and for senators from thurman of south 
carolina that makes three doesn't it and at the rate they these have been going around a half hour apiece it 
looks like it's going to be a good one o'clock before we get to the balloting for the presidential nomination the 
three principal candidates have all been put into nomination as you know ronald reagan nelson rockefeller 


and richard nixon we have a new delegate count from cbs which puts the uh richard nixon lead now at 676. 
that's a pickup of one more vote since the last time we counted this is our 11 30 p.m count 676 for nixon 284 
for rockefeller that's up 24 uh since an early count this evening 
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this evening reagan 186 and others 187 there's still some shifting in these delegations uh but uh there are 
hardly any uh impartial observers on the floor who now believe that nixon can be stopped in this first ballot 
for a first ballot nomination and indeed uh at the nixon headquarters we have just learned that the confidence 
is so high that they have already scheduled a series of meetings uh beginning tonight shortly after the 
balloting for the selection of a vice presidential running mate two meetings have been arranged according to 
herb klein mr nixon's press aide the first with key staff aides second with political leaders who have worked 
closely with mr nixon in this campaign and then tomorrow morning he's going to confer with those who have 
not been aids and perhaps have even worked in other camps before he makes the final selection of this vice 
presidential uh running mate and that invitation for breakfast includes all the hundred members of the 
national committee accidentally uh the former vice president is said to be in high suttle tonight very confident 
uh very pleased with the way things have gone indeed he told us that personally just a moment ago ona 
telephone call he after i had made some remark about the fact i'd probably get a complaint as i did from the 
rockefeller people when i said that their signs were perhaps not really hand-painted but only painted by 
professionals it looked like they were hand painted i said i kind of expected the same sort of complaint when i 
said that the uh that the nixon demonstrators all seem to be masking down in front of the rostrum to get the 
best possible advantage of the television cameras well lo and behold the next thing i know my private line 
rings here and there is mr nixon on the phone he says i'm not going to complain sounds like pretty good 
politics to me to get a maximum advantage out of the out of the television cameras and he did sound to be in 
very good shape and deep uh we appreciated 
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good shape and deep uh we appreciated the call mr nixon nelson benton is outside the hall with some 
delegates who seem to be leaving early uh walter we've been watching for oh for perhaps the past 30 
minutes since just before mr stassen was nominated and has been a fairly steady stream of people leaving 
the hall some delegates some alternates and there are a variety of reasons but the the point is that that 
people have just been there long enough this is mr and mrs michael diato from massachusetts who are 
getting ready to leave mr diato why are you leaving well i felt that the rockefeller has got the thing in the bag 
are you getting a little tired of watching uh yes it's getting a little monotonous right now i believe it's going 
along a little too long to suit me how about you mrs diato why unanimous decision or did you want to stay uh 
it wasn't quite unanimous but uh i am ready to leave it was uh the second nominations are getting a little bit 
tiresome but the voting hasn't begun yet no but we feel quite confident that uh mr rockefeller is going to uh 
win this nomination this is diato there are a lot of people in this hall who will disagree with you uh the feeling 
is that mr nixon has it pretty well sewed up is it your feeling mr rockefeller is going to win uh yes i feel that uh 
nixon's way ahead but uh i think on the second or third ballot i think you'll find mr rockefeller in the fight well 
how can you walk away from a fight like this well i have a lot of confidence in uh rockefeller's uh nomination 
what's your real reason for leaving are you just worn out oh just get a little tired of it all i guess well i won't 
hold you up too much longer thank you thank you very much mr diato we've heard some other reasons 
walter some people say that it was too hot in the hall many say that they think it's pretty much a foregone 
conclusion the idols were the first ones to 
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idols were the first ones to say that they thought it was a foregone conclusion for mr rockefeller but uh the 
length of it perhaps says something for uh all conventions and the fact that many are leaving because they 
think it's over says something particular for this one walter yeah nelson uh it does seem a little strange 
though before you get to the ballet and you got a close race that they'd be leaving incidentally uh this young 


man up there now the youngest delegate to this convention 21 years old mr walters is making a quite an 
impassioned anti-vietnam war speech maybe we could listen to a little of this years old mr walters is making 
a quite an impassioned anti-vietnam war speech maybe we could listen to a little of this or ridiculed as 
governor stassen the modern don quixote as sancho ponza told don quixote don't die don quixote don't die 
for the greatest guilt in this life is to die without good reason these men have helped build the foundation for 
a lasting peace the next time we deride them we should ask if we have done as much and so i second this 
nomination as a symbol to all who place ideals above personal considerations for that is what makes 
mankind meaningful thank you for your inattention well thank you for your inattention at least uh a little 
honesty from the uh 
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least uh a little honesty from the uh from the podium i assume we've had great deal of honesty from the 
podium but that one hit directly home and uh hardly anybody could complain that was paul walters of ohio 
who was seconding the nomination of harold stafford nomination for the office of president this will be a 
favorite sun nomination for senator clifford case of new jersey and the man who is uh going to make that 
nominee speech as we're being told now is c douglas dillon former secretary of the treasury in the 
eisenhower cabinet the honorable douglas c dillon [Music] joe benny i think we're going to want to hear 
douglas dylan but perhaps you could quickly tell us what that report is in new jersey delegation well uh walter 
i'm standing right beside senator clifford case and it seems that the new jersey delegation has uh begun to 
crumble and someone said to me the nixon train is pulling out and there are a lot of people here who don't 
want to be left behind so the count now roughly is 17 for richard nixon on the first ballot i have talked to 
several people who are influential here and they all point the finger at half farley of atlantic city called the 
boss of the boardwalk they said he's the nixon man who's really put the crunch on and made it pay off and it 
looks as though this is one of those key states that uh if it doesn't split half and half for case nixon on the first 
ballot uh there'll be a lot of surprise people here at least 17 votes for richard nixon on the first ballot walter all 
right joe let's listen to uh former secretary of treasury douglas dillon for more years in the state legislature 
then he went to the congress and served for five terms in 1954 he moved on to the senate of the united 
states where for the past 14 years he has represented our state with the 
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he has represented our state with the highest distinction our candidate is an outstanding vote gatherer the 
kind of man we republicans must have at the head of our ticket to bring victory this november let us look at 
his record it shows 13 successive victories in general elections including three statewide and no defeats in 
1954 when our nominee first campaigned for statewide office he was elected to the senate by a majority of 
just over 3 000 in a state which casts over 2 million votes but after his first six years in the senate the 
situation had changed dramatically running for reelection in the presidential year of 1960 he carried new 
jersey by a massive 332 000 votes and ran even further ahead of the national ticket and then came 1966. 
with only a very modest campaign effort our senior senator swept to a third term on a veritable tidal wave of 
votes a plurality of half a million 62 percent of the two-party total a new record in the political history of new 
jersey this overwhelming voter approval did not come about by mere chance rather it was in recognition of 
our senator's outstanding service to the people of our state and to the nation quality integrity and courage 
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quality integrity and courage have become synonymous with his name he has been a prolific and a forward- 
looking legislator always in the forefront of action in the fields of civil rights education health social welfare 
and more recently foreign affairs he originated and he fought for the community college program now a part 
of the higher education facilities act he favored new departments of transportation and urban affairs long 
before their necessity was appreciated by the democrat administration and the same goes for the national 
teachers corps voting registrars electoral reform are clamped down on conflicts of interest and a host of other 
items our senior senator is a true man of the people he is loved and admired across the length and breadth 


of new jersey by rich and by poor by black and by white by young and bio unassuming and modest by nature 
he is a tower of strength whenever the public interest is involved we republicans of the great state of new 
jersey are proud to offer to this convention and the nation our candidate for the presidency of the united 
states a proven winner the honorable clifford case [Applause] [Music] very good thank you 
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[Applause] [Music] so douglas dillon former secretary of the treasury in the eisenhower cabinet has placed 
into a nomination the name of the senator clifford case of new jersey a tribute to the longtime republican 
senator from that swing state of new jersey and also a strategic move to try to hold a new jersey again out of 
the nixon column although as joe benty reported just a little while ago there's a great deal of pressure inside 
the new jersey delegation to break this favorite some solid front and split up the vote in which case many of 
the votes will go for richard nixon on the first ballot [Music] this will be a fairly short demonstration we have 
been advised after this there will be two more favorite sons to be placed in nomination named rhodes of ohio 
and the senator from thurman of south carolina roger you've got to watch senator case in action with the 
senate uh you're beating washington uh he's quite a follower wouldn't he he is walter there's one strange 
thing about him for a man who has such power such leadership in his home state of new jersey where he is 
the undisputed leader of the republican party there and as mr dillon mentioned his uh margins of victory 
seem to increase each time for a man with such power in his home state the senator is uh virtually without 
power in the united states senate it's a strange phenomenon but he's such 
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it's a strange phenomenon but he's such a single-minded individual and uh follows almost to the exact uh 
letter the dictates of his own conscience so unwilling to uh compromise that uh he doesn't swing with the rest 
of the senate he is uh very frequently out of step he is of presbyterian upbringing has a tendency to wear 
sometimes a hair shirt i remember uh so vividly during the 1964 filibuster when he and majority leader mike 
mansfield engaged in a shouting match on the floor of the senate which shocked everyone who had been 
there for any length of time over a small interpretation of the rules that following that shouting match senator 
mansfield was so mortified by the engagement the vocal engagement with case that mansfield retired to his 
office and would not talk to reporters about it other than to say how much he regretted it contrary senator 
case uh eagerly reenacted this whole scene on television we were there covering it and almost seemed to 
enjoy the reenactment of it he uh he has a tendency to be a crusader and it's always perplexed me uh why a 
man like that uh with such clear capability and such clear capacity has never really fit into the senate it's not 
that he's uh ignored totally but he just doesn't seem to carry the weight that he does in new jersey this 
obviously is a tribute to his power in new jersey not so much to that in the senate it's strange what the 
qualifications really are to join the senate club i've never understood roger surprised to 
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i've never understood roger surprised to uh hear you suggest though [Music] that right from capitol hill you 
can't say how why cases in or out i guess the best man to ask is probably hubert humphrey about those 
qualifications you you know the story uh as well as i that when he came to the senate in what was it 48 i 
guess that he was so far out of step that it was ridiculous and the old man around the senate harry byrd and 
bob kerr ganged up on him and cut him down every time they had the opportunity and he very quickly 
learned that the old adage that to get along you go along and the raw corners got knocked off of humphrey 
and he quickly learned over a period of two or three years that he if he ever was to be an influence in the 
senate he would have to learn to compromise a little more than he was willing to do in 1948 you remember at 
the philadelphia convention but being from new jersey and being a liberal and being a republican does not 
automatically exclude you from that club it normally does but not automatically audrey we may uh you know 
we may we will get some excitement here convention hall uh yet tonight we've had uh quite a lot of 
generated excitement with the demonstrations but as the balladin begins in another hour or so and we find 
that the republicans have made a choice we may get some personal appearances on the floor ronald reagan 


is staying we are told in his trailer right behind the hall here and he has not made a decision whether he'll 
appear the floor of the convention we certainly probably he wouldn't do that before the actual balancing that 
would be quite a break with tradition but he might be staying planning to make a concession perhaps even 
throwing his votes to nixon 
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perhaps even throwing his votes to nixon at a strategic moment with a personal appearance and we've heard 
that mr nixon has left his hilton hotel tower suite for a what is described as just a drive to get a little air in the 
car well the air is fairly humid up there and the air conditioned there in the car is just about what it is in the 
tower you don't have the view of the atlantic ocean so it's just possible that he may be coming to his trailer 
back here for a personal appearance uh for a personal appearance at the hall i'm told that he's coming back 
but i don't know where he's coming back to what coming back to the hotel or coming back to the hall coming 
back to the hotel they say this picture is from the hotel i gather at the hilton and i assume that they're in the 
dark recesses of that car or richard nixon that's not richard nixon certainly walter yeah that was a merriman 
smith and uh uh of the united press and yeah there he is yeah there's nixon right so i guess it was a drive uh 
how to get a little it's a change in the air conditioning anyway dan rather's with senator tower down on the 
floor dan water there's a fairly good story developing down in this texas delegation in that senator john tower 
who is a supporter of richard nixon for president is uh fairly angry at the present time angry on two counts 
senator tower is on the telephone just to our left we hope to have him off in just a moment what senator 
tower says that he's angry about one he thinks he sees developing what he calls a filibuster by the reagan 
rockefeller forces trying to get as many demonstrations and as many speeches as they possibly can to make 
to this session stretch out to the point that uh the session will be adjourned tonight and the nominations won't 
actually come 
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and the nominations won't actually come that is the vote won't come tonight it's senator tower's theory that 
this is all planned to give the reagan rockefeller people as much time as possible to work on the various 
delegates that's point number one that he's angry about that he thinks at the very least that they're stretching 
this thing out hours on end in a desperate effort to scrape up delegates that is the reagan rockefeller forces 
number two senator tower is sore because he says someone has planted the story that mark hatfield is a 
vice presidential uh serious uh perhaps the first choice for the vice presidential spot of richard nixon senator 
tara what is this about the plant on the hattfield story well it appears to me to be a plant and i think it was 
planted by those that are coalescing the rockefeller reagan forces that are coalescing in the stomp nixon 
movement i think it's designed to spread consternation and doubt among say some of the conservative 
elements here from the midwest to the south and the southwest that might want somebody that's a little bit 
more conservative that would appear to me to be their strategy and i would say it's a pretty smart technique 
because it has concerned a number of people that that the decision has already been made well the miami 
herald newspaper says that uh hatfield senator hatfield is richard nixon's first choice now you've been close 
to mr nixon all along have you heard him say that nixon doesn't have a first choice uh and i can say that it's 
categorically untrue that there is any such thing as a first choice certainly certainly hatfield is one of those 
under consideration along with about oh 10 or 15 other fellows but um but no no final decision has been 
made and won't be made until after the nomination until after nixon is consulted with a number of people 
from all parts of the country well among those 10 or 15 other fellows as you put it who are being considered 
uh you put yourself in that category would you oh i don't know whether i'm being considered or not but i 
would consider myself a long shot in an improbability 
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myself a long shot in an improbability is there any move in the among the southern delegations to put 
forward a united front in terms of wanting to have a veto power at least over the vice presidential candidate 
nobody has asked for a veto power and nobody's insisted on a veto power what about this theory of yours 


there's some kind of filibuster on the way uh underway here by the reagan rockefeller forces i think that 
they'd very much like to postpone the vote tonight in other words postponing till tomorrow so they can 
continue working on all of our delegates they've been doing with a lot of intensified personalized 
campaigning so i think that's the game actually not uh too many minutes ago governor reagan himself was 
out here in a trailer outside the hall calling our delegates out in twos and threes and and talking to them so 
uh they might want a little more time to work on these delegates so it's be to their best interest since nixon's 
clearly ahead and uh has it available to him on the first ballot to try to postpone the vote as long as they can 
but realistically that uh that isn't going to happen is it that the session will adjourn tonight without actually 
nominating about that there is a movement to adjourn if all of this goes too long tonight thank you very much 
senator john tower of texas and walter i can also report that sam wiley who is a delegate in the texas 
delegation and who had said earlier that he might put in nomination for president the name of senator 
charles percy of illinois now tells us that he will not put senator percy's name in nomination for president we 
understand from delegate wiley that uh representative senator percy suggested that he not do that because 
senator percy felt that it might hurt his chances as a vice presidential candidate dan rather with the texas 
delegation walter uh dan before you get away from uh senator tower there let me put this uh proposition to 
you and uh maybe you want to ask senator tower about it surely you've uncovered quite a story there and 
the nerve ends are tingling among those of us in the cbs news staff who 
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those of us in the cbs news staff who just heard it and i got the first indication right after you started talking 
that if they attempt to adjourn tonight the the nixon forces will ask for a roll call vote on adjournment which in 
effect would mean a test vote on nixon's strength that's right tonight now i want me to put that to senator 
tower senator tower walter cronkite has brought up the point that uh if this movement is uh becomes a reality 
uh known fact that the reagan rockefeller people are working to hold the demonstrations and speeches to 
such length that to try to get the convention to adjourn tonight without nominating a man for president that 
the nixon forces then could call for a roll call both could they not which would have the effect of telling how 
everyone stood yes the nixon forces or anybody under the rules of the house could go for a roll call vote on 
the question to adjourn and that might give us some indication of relative strength here if somebody it 
wouldn't be a very fair test however because there might be a lot of nixon delegates here sleepy and want to 
go home and go to bed well you sound like you might be one of those no indeed i'll stay here till the last 
hound is hung do you get the feeling senator that the nerve ends are pretty uh open and tense here now we 
haven't had this feeling at this convention before this evening but i detect a tone in your voice i think uh a bit 
of irritation with it all oh i'm you might detect a bit of irritation but i'm i'm i'm not a mass of raw nerve ends yet 
i'm accustomed to this kind of thing and it doesn't really bother me too much ii have the physical stamina to 
last as long as anybody else in this hall does someone has quoted you as saying you think richard nixon will 
be nominated uh by the time the balloting gets down to the v's virginia is that a direct quote i would uh that's 
just 
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direct quote i would uh that's just guesswork he's going to get it on the first ballot i'm convinced and i would 
imagine to come maybe down around texas or utah somewhere in that in that frame maybe down a little bit 
below that now what's your guess on this situation or possibly adjourning the convention uh again do you 
think you're a real possibility let's just wait and see what the developments are over the next few minutes 
walter well that incident uh gives us quite a possibility here for a great deal of excitement tonight we older 
reporters remember some some of the strong armed men with the gavel in previous conventions who were 
quite perhaps partisan at one time or another but anyway hammered the convention into a recess when it 
really didn't seem that the majority wanted it i remember sam rayburn who controlled the democratic 
convention for a good number of years and had a gavel-like iron that he used without fear or favor but he uh 
hammered the convention into a recess when it seemed to him appropriate he'd say i hear a motion for a 
recess of the all the eyes all the nays the eyes have it bang hammered the gamble turned off the 
microphones and walked away it could happen again i suppose although there's no indication that chairman 


ford would want to do that tonight harry reasoner harry reisner are you on there or did i get disconnected i'm 
on here uh hi hi harry uh i'm just wondering uh if any move of this kind for a uh a german or a recess would i 
think [Music] i think i've gotten plugged into somebody into the audio from the podium oh i couldn't hear that 
last part i was saying have you seen anything at the podium uh among the the officials of the convention ford 
or the others that would indicate 
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ford or the others that would indicate that anybody is suggesting there may be a move to adjourn no i don't 
think so i haven't seen any sign of uh chairman ford has been just sitting there minding his own business i 
just made a check on uh another aspect of this on whether an adjournment might be forced if enough people 
left if there was any particular rule that every state had all its delegates here before balloting and they don't 
you have to have a the same kind of a forum that you have for nominations which is one more than half even 
if they even if that had to be for every state it would not obviously they can't afford that you know harry you 
know there's a other aspect to this thing thinking back over past conventions after the 52 over the 56 52 fire 
at the democratic convention there for a while there they were letting the sessions only run a few hours 
because they said they had to clear the paper and debris from between the seats that was what was what uh 
almost caused a disaster in the 1952 convention and i was just looking down here on the floor of this 
convention and uh it's pretty well littered at this point i think i was wondering if something like that reminded 
as senator tower talked and recalling that picture our cameras picked up a little while ago of the top 
rockefeller man in an obvious serious conversation out in the hall uh but if something like that is coming i'm 
pretty sure it is as yet a surprise to chairman ford uh you spot signs of activity out there they don't come 
running over to tell you they're busy but for the last half hour or so it seemed completely calm the only men 
who were on telephones the men are always on telephones and nobody's talking to each other they're not 
mad they're just uh sort of beat down like the rest of them well i suppose the only thing we can do now is as 
our reporters spread out through this hall and checking out this latest possibility whether it is rumor or fact uh 
is to 
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whether it is rumor or fact uh is to wait and see if you ever see a tactic like that used to get a force in 
adjournment oh yes yeah that's a that's not a that would not be new uh an adjournment or recess or even the 
calling of the number of delegations off the floor for caucuses to cause the maximum amount of disruption 
the convention procedure is within the area of tactics to try to hold off the vote while you turn the thumb 
screws i suppose the thumb screws are busy tonight well as yet the podium is a custom samnola so uh we'll 
be back with more from convention hall in miami beach as cbs news color coverage of campaign 68 
continues in a moment after this message do you let people come into your home to spread filth and garbage 
this this is your home this is america you live here and play here and grow here these are your parks your 
waterways your beaches your highways and your city streets this is litter it isn't healthy it's ugly and it costs 
millions of tax dollars litter is a continuous source of filth disease and danger litter isn't carried by insects it 
doesn''t fall from the atmosphere people cause litter and only people can prevent it every litter bit hurts you 
carry a litter bag in your car and boat save your trash for the nearest litter basket keep your home beautiful 
keep america beautiful here at the republican national convention in miami beach as we move into thursday 
morning past the midnight hour 
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thursday morning past the midnight hour at uh in miami the second speeches have been completed for 
senator clifford case of new jersey who was trying desperately to hold his delegation together to keep it from 
splitting apart and giving part of its votes to the front runner richard nixon on the first ballot we now move on 
to the nomination of another favorite son james rhodes of ohio who also has been playing a key role in 
holding his delegation together behind him keeping them from splitting off and giving extra support to mr 
nixon although our cbs news count of the delegates indicates that nixon does have enough votes to go over 


the top on the first ballot however we just heard that interesting suggestion from senator john tower of texas 
a strong nixon supporter that there are rumors that the rockefeller reagan forces will try to force an 
adjournment tonight so that they'll have more time to work on the delegates before balloting which would 
then have to be tomorrow bill stout is with richard nixon's floor manager and has some more on that story bill 
yeah mr martin can we need you now to talk about that matter of possible reagan rockefeller move to drag 
out the proceedings well this uh this would be the natural uh strategy that the people who are desperately 
fighting for some votes that they haven't got to take and i think we can uh we can block it some delegates 
have already left the hall delegates and alternates alike have already some delegates and alternates have 
already left simply because they've got tired but these conventions are very often gone if it came to a matter 
of a vote on adjourning before you reach the first ballot do you think you could defeat it i think we can defeat 
it wouldn't that drag it out even longer no i think uh this would be the proper strategic parliamentary thing for 
us to do do you think it is a plot sir 
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[Music] walter leonard hall has just denied that this is any kind of plot at all but there's one other matter that's 
been kicking around out here i think it was mentioned by dan rather a little earlier that's the attempt to uh 
upset some of the moderate delegations conservatives if you like from the south and southwest with the 
nixon hattfield story i've seen young men here with hundreds of copies of the miami herald distributing them 
almost exclusively among the southern delegations this is florida right in front of me all of you received 
copies of the miami herald fruit someone's generosity all the southern delegates deep copies now let's go to 
rick pappas with me malcolm this is uh made alcorn one of the uh six former national uh chairman uh who 
are directing the rockefeller campaign on the floor here talking to delegates and so forth uh mr alcorn senator 
tower has charged that uh you and the other chairman and in connection with the regan forces are trying to 
stall this convention in order to get more time for rockefeller to build a uh a more impressive uh campaign for 
him uh what is your reaction to that well ike that is utter nonsense that's just about as nonsensical as a lot of 
stuff we've been hearing around this city in the last four or five or six days there if if my good friend sander 
tower will tell me how anyone can speed up this program i'd be glad to get his suggestions in the first place 
we don't control it he doesn't control it in second place i wish we were voting now instead of fooling around 
with these speeches another day would give you uh more strength we don't we don't we don't seek another 
day we'd like to get to the voting thank you very much now to john hart with leonard hall mr hall can you 
confirm or deny a talk here tonight that you and the 
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a talk here tonight that you and the reagan forces either together or independently are attempting to 
postpone the polling tonight and adjourn this before the roll call let me say this i have not met during the time 
of this convention with uh anybody from the reagan group to talk about in the journal you talked to haven't 
even thought about and haven't even discussed it even among ourselves what value is that kind of talk to uh 
the nixon camp well i think it's just another rumor that they're throwing out and it's it adds up to just about as 
much as many of the other rumors they're spreading about i i just can't imagine what value it is to them at all 
well would not would not a postponement be a value to you i i don't know i mean who can tell what will 
happen in 24 hours in the last 24 hours very little difference has come about in the vote in the delegation so i 
wouldn't know tonight whether we'd have an improvement or what would happen in 24 hours we have not 
discussed adjournment as yet tonight perhaps we can uh walk over and see senator tom and ask you can go 
over and tell mr tower that if he said we have met with the reagan forces to do that it's just a lot of fun you 
could tell him i said well there we are walter um i'm not sure whether our function is to be tail-bearers but 
that's leonard hall's uh sentiments john uh i think nerves are getting a little bit thin here apparently uh it might 
be expected to follow i suppose with the demonstrations and the deliberate attempt to uh excite nervous 
energy at any rate we're getting charges and counter charges now about the demonstrators governor 
rockefeller's press secretary les slope has now accused the security guards here of arresting and holding 
two 
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guards here of arresting and holding two members of something called the new majority a group of youthful 
rockefeller supporters and beating 12 other members of the group that was during the rockefeller 
demonstration we know about the rest of one of those use we reported earlier on the apparently he was 
arrested on the complaint of one of the hired andy framed guards who claim that he was assaulted by this 
young man the police say they don't know anything about the fact but because of charge was filed well they 
arrested him and he's being held a hundred dollar bond uh slot says that these arrests and beatings 
occurred as the guards were trying to clear the convention floor the demonstrators and the rockefeller 
demonstrators of course and then he says he heard the guards were allowing youthful supporters richard 
nixon to enter the hall without proper credentials while denying entry to the rockefeller people so the charges 
are beginning to fly kind of thick and fast around here and probably they'll all be forgotten tomorrow cbs news 
color coverage of campaign 68 will continue in a moment after this pause for station identification this is cbs 
you 
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technical education has been developed this the republican national convention on what is now here in 
miami beach in the eastern time zone eastern daylight zone of the uh thursday the fourth day of the 
convention it's been a very long session we're now entering in our eighth hour it began at five o'clock in the 
hopes that it could get to valentin around 12 30. uh it uh might conceivably make it within an hour of that time 
anyway although it's 12 10 right now and we're just now getting the nominating speech for favorite son james 
rhodes of ohio being made by dr john millett of the ohio board of regents there will be second speeches and 
the demonstration for roads and then the last of the favorite sun nominations that for uh senator strom 
thurman of south carolina and finally after that we get to the balloting if there is not this move to adjourn 
which the senator john tower of texas the nixon supporter says that he believes the reagan rockefeller people 
are working on he thinks they're dragging out the convention proceedings tonight so it'll get so late that the 
delegates even those who are for nixon would entertain a motion to adjourn that giving the reagan rockefeller 
forces another 24 hours or so to work on lining up delegates this coming after both the cbs and the 
associated press poll of delegates indicated quite early this evening that richard nixon had gone over the top 
and was assured enough first ballot votes to be nominated on the first roll call joe betty has a little more on 
the story of the possible adjournment joe walter uh there aren't very many men in the republican party who 
are called

the republican party who are called bosses for frank farley half farley as he's known in atlantic city he's the 
boss of the boardwalk and he's one of those men who would be deeply involved if there was any attempt 
here to hold off voting tonight since he's one of the men who has moved much of the new jersey delegation 
or good portion of it over into the richard nixon column it was thought when this started this evening that the 
breakdown would be roughly 38 for clifford case as a favorite son and two for richard nixon but now it looks 
as though the break is on in new jersey and it should run about 17 for richard nixon on the first ballot mr 
farley you've been to seven conventions before this one or this is your seventh uh you've heard what we've 
been talking about the possibility of uh what senator tower calls a filibuster so extending this evening that 
people uh move to adjourn and leave the room i heard the rumor i think it would be a very very bad mistake 
and i know i do everything humanly possible for the ones who support our side in this program to oppose that 
you move have you ever heard of anything like that happening before my experience here never i think we're 
getting drowned out by a demonstration for governor road you want to stand up for a minute maybe we can 
uh get seen up there uh mr farley uh have you ever heard in a convention of that happening never happened 
before never happened to my experience and i think if there's any any gesture on their part of trying to be fair 
in any normal routine of any convention has always been that they finish it out because of the hour of the 
night if uh richard nixon your man doesn't take it on the first ballot then you expect we could be here a long 
time tonight that's right there's gonna be a full new jersey delegation i think nixon will get between 17 and 18 


votes and the first roll call from new jersey that's correct uh everyone now is speculating at what point if it is a 
first ballot nomination for richard nixon at what state will you know well we we had these votes before there 
was any indication of nixon gaining the entire support i understand now he has adequate votes to win but 
what's the statement before that time well we're in a position of being 
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time well we're in a position of being before ohio and pennsylvania and we could be the biblical state 
involving breaking the favorite sun line and new jersey did break your favorites online well i'm thinking of the 
people sitting at home who are wondering which state will tell the tale at what point do you figure uh you'll 
know for sure that richard nixon has i haven't figured out about pennsylvania virginia tennessee i haven't 
figured out mathematically i've been concentrating in new jersey to get as many votes as i possibly can for 
dick nixon okay thank you very much half parley uh one other point walter which has nothing to do with this 
story uh i remember roger mudd was talking about senator clifford case and the kind of man he is uh it was 
very amusing during that demonstration for clifford case jim martin who was uh the man who ran against 
lurleen wallace for the governorship of alabama who didn't make that but is the national committee man from 
alabama went marching by with a clifford case for president sign so uh and he waved over at senator case 
and senator case was rather surprised to see this it uh i think it's an indication of the kind of respect these 
people have for senator case but uh more than that it shows that most of the people who are demonstrating 
here are not really committed to the people whose banners they're carrying when you go beyond reagan 
rockefeller and nixon john hart [Music] john [Music] we were asking him about the denials of everybody else 
of this story of an early experiment and he simply said well then maybe it isn't true like that walter this 
demonstration is for james rhodes who's been governor of the state of ohio since 1962 been a big vote getter 
in that state he's a husky's six-foot son of a welsh coal miner he had only a 
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son of a welsh coal miner he had only a few months of college education ohio state university been in public 
life uh much of his life and is a very popular governor of a very populous state and has been a key figure in 
this convention controlling as he does his state's delegation he's been holding them in this favorite sun grip 
uh although there have been a lot of pressures on him to release the delegation let them go their own way 
which would split them to the major candidates the position of power that these favorite sons rhodes and 
romney of michigan uh have has been watered down perhaps perhaps uh they have missed the bandwagon 
because according to our delegate count the former vice president richard nixon is going to get the first ballot 
nomination without the favorite sons romney or rhodes throwing their power there's bill scranton a would-be 
candidate in 1964. who was marching for road securing his nine jobs for all uh mr scranton mary scranton 
who worked with him very hard upon that camp 64 campaign is marching with him missing the boat not 
catching the bandwagon not getting on the trains that leaves the station any of those things by favorite sons 
isn't always fatal and the outstanding case of that was in 1952 when governor warren of uh california held 
out to the very last never climbed aboard the eisenhower bandwagon was hopeful himself that the 
convention might deadlock but out of that california didn't suffer a bit warren himself was named to the 
supreme court the their senator nolan became the minority leader of the senate they did all right cbs

above the convention hall in miami beach and this is a pretty good sized demonstration for jim rhodes of uh 
ohio a favorite sun and in that demonstration are nearly all of the leaders of the liberal modern progressive 
whatever you want to call it wing of the republican party they're all out there senator javits and bill scranton 


we've seen in the crowd and well every one of them winthrop rockefeller i see down there among others 
they're uh they're certainly keeping the uh jim roads demonstration going uh and they're obviously hopeful 
that uh jim rhodes uh if it gets down to a tight fit yet 
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if it gets down to a tight fit yet tonight is going to throw his support to either rockefeller or [Music] or reagan 
but rhodes position in the party in the past would indicate he's more likely to throw it to reagan our rockefeller 
rather hughes rudd our wandering correspondent in charge of the corridors around the hall is now dane to 
delve right into the middle of this convention he's somewhere out on the floor hughes yes walter i'm standing 
down in the uh between the indiana and wisconsin delegations uh people are getting a little bit punchy i think 
you know you've seen one demonstration you've seen them all you get a few famous faces that change but 
the the body of these things remains the same for all these favorite sun things and that the people are getting 
bored and lucky indeed is the delegate who has something to refresh him or herself with i was standing here 
watching this lady eat uh what i thought was a grapefruit she was peeling some enormous piece of fruit and 
when she finally got it all peeled i realized it was an orange and she handed me she's starting to hand me 
another one thank you very much uh what what is your name john rosen oh uh i thank you very much for the 
orange are you enjoying the convention already well i'm afraid everybody aren't you tired well just an 
excitement i'm not i'm i'll be tired tomorrow uh are you enjoying all this stuff please uh of course i am really 
yes i enjoy it very much but uh doesn't this one look just like the one for uh you know mr what's his name the 
last one well after a long time you forget all the names but you're that i'm in i'm i'm about ready uh for to stop 
and start balloting don't you think it's about the last one uh no i think there's several more i'm not sure how 
many oranges did you bring with you well our whole delegation i think got about a hundred oranges why why 
indiana isn't an orange place i 
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why why indiana isn't an orange place i i'm surprised well they're from florida oh oh we like florida uh but i 
mean uh didn't you bring any indiana products to keep up the old spirit no no i'm afraid not we're we are 
strawberry and tomato steak strawberry and tomatoes i'd rather have a tomato than a big orange right now 
would you rather have a tomato i'm sorry oh i'm very grateful but anyway thank you very much uh i don't 
know water i think i'd still rather have a tomato oh incidentally while you were talking earlier about all the uh 
trash on the floor there's a tremendous amount of it down here it does look like a match could cause some 
trouble and it doesn't seem to immediately attempt to sweep it up can you see it from where you are [Music] 
very clearly from where we are you know as much probably as clearly as you can down shuffling around as 
you as you walk through these aisles we can see right down in between the rows and there's an awful lot of it 
down there mike wallace is on the floor with with governor james rhodes for whom this demonstration has 
been staged and a demonstration which is now beginning to leave the floor mike and the rhodes family is 
down here walter the governor and his two daughters sherry and sandra mrs rhodes is at home and the 
governor said that she's watching television tonight yes and she's watching cbs channel 10 in the city of 
columbus and we just want to tell her that we love her with all of her heart i know i speak for my daughters 
and myself and sorry that she cannot be here she is a cardiac patient and i know she's with us in spirit and 
we just want to say to her that we think so much of her and love her so much and she's been everything that 
we have in the world has been my wife and my family everything 
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been my wife and my family everything that i have this must be a very happy occasion for you you're sandra 
aren't you this must be a very happy occasion all these people cheering your dad and this is sherry over here 
how old are you sherry have you ever seen this kind of a demonstration for your father before no never you 
never have what about this now it will remain uncommitted and uh in all probability 55 votes cast for the favor 
son of ohio that'll be the end of our uh convention role as a favorite son governor there's been some talk of 
course about possible adjournment until tomorrow but now it seems as though perhaps that is not going to 


work out but some of the delegates what you understand have left the hall who would vote for a delegate if 
indeed he has left and gone home debate he would then all probably leave an alternate here and i think this 
lies within the administrative staff of the convention and the chairman but either the delegate or the alternate 
has to be here in person in order to cast his vote that is correct he cannot leave a proxy i do not think he can 
leave a profit thank you very much governor rhodes walter mike uh thank you does the alternate get to vote 
his own choice or does is he supposed to vote the choice of the man whose place he played i'll ask the 
governor that walter asks does the alternate get to vote his own choice or does he have to vote for his own 
choice yes so if a delegate leaves and he's for let's say uh jones and the alternates for smith that is correct 
the alternate will vote jones now one more question then another question uh if the delegate leaves can he 
pick the alternate that he wants to fill his seat or does he have to pick a delegate that's in kind of rotation 
does the delegate pick the alternate that he wants to fill his seat they are uh on the in ohio they have the 
delegate and the alternate is opposite of that and 
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of that and the is designated as the alternate to that to that specific that's right specific and they move them 
up and as the if the delegate leaves the floor or has to go someplace why then they have the alternate to 
replace and the alternate is that all maybe sometimes an alternate view of what the delegate has there's an 
interesting uh combination by the way down here uh walter here's governor rhodes and right in front of him is 
governor romney and beside the governor of course as we know romney his lovely wife and beside mrs 
romney is clifton white mrs clifton white now if there's any political significance in that you make what you will 
of it what about it uh mrs white let me get in here just a moment mrs clifton she doesn't want to talk no 
political significance what about that governor romney why uh we're good friends and have been for uh 
several years and uh my wife and mrs white have been uh very close friends and have seen each a good 
deal of each other in recent years so they're talking girl talk and not politics that's correct there's no deal 
going between them clifton white and george romney i'm sure you know there's none walter clifton white of 
course is the manager of ronald reagan's campaign and and uh george romney is hardly in the reagan camp 
this whole business of the delegates uh leaving the hall is a very fascinating business indeed because the 
person it can hurt is richard nixon and we can assume that uh we've seen a lot of the nixon people richard 
kleindist and others uh moving out uh rogers morton rather and others moving out around this hall working 
very hard and i would guess that they're probably working to keep those nixon delegates in the hall and not 
let them go home because while rockefeller and reagan can let delegates go home and it's not going to 
affect them they're not that close to a first ballot victory at this point nixon according to our latest cbs poll is 
just nine votes over what it takes to win so ten delegates go home 
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takes to win so ten delegates go home and he may be in trouble now this could be a very significant move as 
this convention goes on and probably that's what john tower is really worried about bill plant is up at the 
hilton hotel with some nixon supporters who are passing the time up there bill connor this begins to look 
more and more like a premature victory celebration more and more like a victory celebration there's a 14- 
piece orchestra up here a group of dancers called mama lou and the parkettes from new york they've been 
getting this crowd going very well indeed there are at least a thousand people here in the room they've been 
watching three television monitors and they're pretty well on the way to what they think is a celebration of the 
first ballot victory of richard nixon the candidate meanwhile as you know went for a little ride after he came 
back into the hotel he went back up into washington west virginia then was one vote for nixon delegate d 
dortch warringer one vote for richard nixon one vote for nixon delegate mrs martha b powell one vote for 
richard nixon one vote for nixon delegate thomas j carlton richard nixon one vote for nixon delegate t george 
vaughn jr proud vote for dick nixon one vote for nixon delegate richard h poff one vote for mr nixon one vote

tonight of the poll of the delegation from the state of virginia 22 for nixon two for nelson rockefeller [Applause] 
the virgin islands chairman the virgin islands the southeasternmost real estate under the american flag 
caribbean vacation land and home of the world record blue marlin cast one vote for rockefeller and two for 
nixon that's a loss of one vote the next summer it's not going to make any change in this thing we understand 
the reagan trailer is trying to reach uh chairman ford but he won't take the for call [Applause] 
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[Applause] washington madam chairman the virgin islands wishes to be pulled well that won't take very long 
i've got three delegates in the virgin islands uh if there was a change in that vote will be in order from what 
we had understood the british i was going to vote for all has been requested they're going to vote three votes 
for nixon instead the vote was cast two for nixon one for rockefeller and apparently some questions [Music] 
of the virgin islands delegate omar brown i cast my one vote for governor rockefeller [Applause] [Music] 
apparently they just want to put him on the spot get that vote out in public you please designate which 
governor rockefeller governor nelson rockefeller of new york thank you sir it's interesting that's true reagan 
trailer communications trailer is trying to reach our caucus agreement for nixon one vote for nixon delegate 
charles r i'm proud to vote for richard nixon the next president of these united states one vote for nixon that 
doesn't mean any change that's the way it was recorded on the poll of the delegation from the virgin islands 
two votes for nixon one vote for nelson rockefeller the secretary will proceed with the call of the role of the 
states nixon is 43 votes short washington has 24. 
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24. washington cast 15 votes for richard nixon six votes for ronald reagan three votes for nelson 
rockefeller that's an addition of one vote for nixon mr chairman west virginia cast 11 votes for nixon 
three votes for governor nelson rockefeller there's another additional vote and this should put him 
across there are 30 votes in wisconsin they don't even have a chance to announce that the 
newsmen are gathered around madam chairman can hardly hear the voice wisconsin is proud to 
cast its 30 votes for the nominee of this convention richard m nixon so governor knowles of 
wisconsin makes the announcement of the wisconsin vote that puts nixon into nomination by the 
republican party for the presidency of the united states for the second time 55-year-old richard 
milhouse nixon has it confirmed now as it had been reported all of this day and suspected most of 
this week has confirmed that he will get a second run at the presidency of the united states 
opportunity provided few men who have lost to the first time around he was thought to be out of 
politics entirely in 1962 when after his narrow loss to john kennedy in 60 he lost the governorship of 
california a race there and he announced at that time that he was leaving politics it was his last 
news conference he said in his concession but here he is back tonight republican army and there is 
leonardo's bayonet former chairman of the party who was important manager of the rockefeller 
campaign will the convention please be in order 
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please be in order [Music] the secretary the secretary did not get the vote announcement of the chairman of 
the delegation from the state of wisconsin will he wyoming will he please repeat it madam chairman wyoming 
the equality state proudly cast 12 votes for the next president of the united states richard nixon well if 


anybody cares that's two additional votes that reagan thought he was going to get that went for nixon we 
understand that uh ronald reagan who's been in his communications trailer right behind the hall here is just 
about to leave that trailer to enter the hall he's going to make his concession in person reagan as you see 
has just emerged from his trailer he is walking with his associates towards the interior of convention hall 
where we are given to understand he will address the convention governor reagan now moving inside out of 
view of our cameras governor reagan will undoubtedly be in the hall in just a moment he's only two minutes 
away one minute away by any fast walking that trailer is right behind the vip entrance to the hall it can't be 
over or 150 feet away meanwhile the italia clerk is adding up all of these ballots to be sure that there is no 
mistake and the final figure will be announced there shouldn't be any question about it what we do not know 
at this hour is whether governor nelson rockefeller also intends to come to the hall to make a personal 
appeal to the convention for party unity which is the usual thing uh to 
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usual thing uh to announce that it was a good fight and all that sort of thing uh reagan apparently is planning 
to rockefeller was not as far as we know in his transfer in his trailer but was at the hotel which is 10 minutes 
[Music] and the states are permitted to change their votes and they will be so recognized the chair 
recognizes banners are being weighed from minnesota this will be a series of changes which will eventually 
bring a notion that the nomination be unanimous minnesota changes its vote to 26 for mr nixon there is the 
first one minnesota had cast nine for nixon before now this is 24 two of the minnesota 26 delegates are 
holding out 26 votes for richard nixon 26 or 24 26. apparently this state is first time 26 that's the total dose mr 
chairman the state of missouri is happy to cast 24 votes for the greatest american of this generation and 
pledge 12 electoral votes to him in november richard nixon eight of the missouri delegation and voted 
otherwise in the first round five for rockefeller three for reagan now it's unanimous there are votes for richard 
nixon this will go on state by state recognizes the state of washington mr chairman the state of washington 
cast its 24 votes for the next president of the united states richard nixon reagan had six votes and rockefeller 
three now they're unanimous washington cast 24 this is one of the really more superfluous performances of 
political communication of utah 
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mr chairman this is the channel it's eight votes for richard nixon six votes before it had gone to romney from 
utah chair recognizes the delegate from iowa mr chairman iowa cast 24 votes for richard nixon [Applause] 
iowa cast 24 votes for richard for rockefeller the delegate from the state of ohio cast 58 votes for richard 
nixon ohio cast 58 votes for richard nixon well jim rhodes had held him out pretty well didn't do him any good 
to switch now the uh vermont delegate proudly votes unanimously 12 votes for richard nixon the chair 
recognizes the chairman from the state of california the state of california would like to cast its 86 votes for 
the next president united states richard m nixon and that that is in effect the reagan uh concession in 
california goes over we understand the reagan himself is now in the vip room behind the podium waiting to 
come on with his 86 votes for richard m nixon mr chairman mr chairman the chairman from california mr 
chairman we would like to ask that the governor of the state of california be recognized and appear on the 
platform uh if that is in accordance with the rule 
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under the rules of the convention rule 17 reads as follows when it appears at the close of the roll call that any 
candidate for the nomination of president or vice president has received the majority of the votes entitled to 
be cast at the convention the chairman of the convention shall announce the question to be shall the 
nomination of the candidate be made unanimous there is no provision in the rules for anyone to move to the 
platform and be recognized at this time the chair recognizes the chairman from the state of michigan 
chairman mr chairman the state of michigan cass 48 votes for richard nixon nixon and we will do everything 
we can to bring about the needed national state and local republican victories this year governor reagan the 
smile faded from his face there for a moment when he was denied the right to come to the platform 


immediately he's waiting in the wings michigan casts 48 votes for richard nixon the chair recognizes the 
chairman from the state of maine the chairman maine changes its vote and casts 14 votes for richard nixon 
[Applause] all right the chair recognizes the chair recognizes the chairman of the delegation from the state of 
illinois mr chairman illinois has his 58 votes for dick nixon [Applause] 
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george murphy uh apparently explained the parliamentary situation to governor reagan 58 votes for richard 
oklahoma this is the nixon headquarters at the hilton plaza hotel on miami beach collins avenue miami beach 
for dick nixon oklahoma cash 22 votes for dick nixon cliff white the campaign manager for ronald reagan just 
out of the conference with national chairman ray bliss they're undoubtedly citing it he will be permitted to 
address the convention doesn't seem like that they're going to deny them that the chair recognizes the 
delegate from the state of maryland ike pappas is down with senator charles percy of illinois a rockefeller 
supporter perhaps he can find out what went wrong with the rockefeller delegate count mike senator percy 
uh we noticed that uh you have on your right lapel or your left lapel a rockefeller button and on your right 
lapel now a nixon button this is indicative of what has occurred this evening what had uh what went wrong do 
you think in the rockefeller strategy well maybe i could explain my buttons first i'm disappointed of course 
that nelson rockefeller did not win but i certainly without any hesitancy pledged my full support to the 
campaign of richard nixon and i feel that this party ran such a fine campaign and he ran such a brilliantly 
conceived campaign will have no problem whatsoever in uniting there's no bitterness no recrimination the 
only reason we lost yeah i heard you'd watch the monitor well senator uh you said this erosion was going to 
take place in the the nixon vote it never i'm sorry in the rockefeller vote it never did occur what went wrong 
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it never did occur what went wrong well we just didn't uh take into account the firmness of some of those 
votes we had the promise of many many uh switches on the second and third ballast but we never got to it of 
course and some that we had hoped to have in the early stage just didn't materialize and what's going to 
happen uh from this point on you you did pledge your support to mr nixon oh absolutely when i made my 
initial endorsement of nelson rockefeller i said the country and the party is fortunate to have two men well 
qualified to assume the responsibilities of the presidency nelson rockefeller and richard nixon the republican 
party has both of those men what's your best guess on the vice presidential un nominee i wouldn't have any 
guess whatsoever how about charles percy no i could name many many other men that i would support 
actively in the senate and the house and governors we have a wealth of talent in the party and we're i'm 
grateful we have as many men who's your candidate who's your one candidate for the vice president 
whoever i think mark hadfield nixon would uh support i think mark hatfield would be a fine candidate mr 
stratton would be a fine candidate i think all most of the men that have been considered would be highly 
qualified what are your personal feelings right now senator percy what how do you feel personally after 
working for so long for mr rockefeller well i'm i'm disappointed but i'm gratified that there has been no 
bitterness no divisiveness nothing to apologize for by any of the campaigns there were three fine campaigns 
we can unite now without any difficulty whatsoever and i think we need unity in the country a sense of 
purpose in the country and i trust the republican party can now provide that sense of purpose and that sense 
of unity thank you very much uh senator charles thank you personally what pleasure oh i wouldn't say they 
were reneged on you never have a firm binding pledge from a delegate they're free delegates and we don't 
ask them to sign anything 
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and we don't ask them to sign anything we just get indications from them and some of the indications we had 
were stronger than the final vote that came through name the specific state what specific states uh well we 
started to lose early in the game from several states and of course new jersey did not hold his firm that was 
one of the states that we had hoped would be a solid favorite sun state for clifford case and of course it didn't 
they caucus many times but i think there's no reason to look back now okay fine this is the initial reaction 


from charles percy one of the leaders of the rockefeller campaign for the nomination and this is ike pappas 
on the floor back to walter cronkite news well they're still going down this list of switched votes making the 
nomination of reagan almost almost unanimous and certainly there'll be a motion somewhere along the line 
to make it unanimous there may be a die hard hold out who will keep it from being so we've seen 
conventions in the past where there were those who shouted nay to the vote to make it unanimous and the 
chair somehow other never hears those nays [Music] rockefeller just picked up a vote they voted 20 for frank 
carlson uh their favorite son they just switched their vote and only gave 19 of them mixing there's a hole out 
there they went for a rockefeller virginia this vote was uh and then there's the debris political hopes for 1968. 
virginia 24 votes for nixon nixon banners are the only ones still held aloft the rockefeller and reagan on the 
floor and being trampled under connecticut it's a scene we've watched after every election there have to be 
losers as well as one 16 votes our cbs news delegate count 
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our cbs news delegate count which was started way back shortly after the first of the year as soon as 
delegates were being selected we began contacting them by telephone and those telephone poles of the 
delegates kept up constantly being revised from march right on through and i say with a great deal of pride in 
our cbs news organization that it was fantastically accurate we came within a few votes of being exactly on 
target as early as 5 30 this evening when we were able to announce at that time that nixon had gone over 
the top he gained a few more boats which was in the perfect progression of the increasing number of votes 
he was picking up one by one as the evening went on between our last poll at 12 30 and the actual vote at 
about 1 45 there were very few votes different there were no major changes no major differences from the 
accounts that we had it very early on accurate mr chairman louisiana the state that went republican in 1964 
and will again this year cast 26 votes for richard nixon louisiana here's john lindsay mayor of new york city 
who worked hard for rockefeller who is believed to be one of those under consideration as a running mate for 
richard nixon mr chairman the virgin islands wishes to make its vote unanimous and casts as three votes for 
the next president of these united states richard nixon uh i have a statement later this evening he's not going 
to come to the hall he's at his headquarters he's going to have meetings beginning tonight two separate 
meetings tonight and a large meeting tomorrow morning at breakfast just some six hours from now with all 
the members of the national committee and some members from the other camps in the primary campaigns 
and the campaign up to this event and he hopes according to earlier 
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event and he hopes according to earlier information we had to announce his vice presidential choice 
between 10 and 11 tomorrow morning that's just now or this morning i guess it is he's going to have a busy 
night either making that selection or if he has made it in his own mind explaining it to various party important 
members who he wants to tell in advance john lindsay is moving out toward the back of the hall now 
apparently preparing to leave mike wallace and nixon campaign manager john mitchell are together there on 
the floor somewhere mike the man with me is john mitchell campaign manager for richie beginning 1967 isn't 
it mr mitchell convention hall the man with me is john mitchell campaign manager for richard mr mitchell 
michael and this is you have to start with members of the 
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700 mark and that was right spot mike mike wallace let's take it away to suspend the rule is to permit ronald 
reagan to begin republican unity now in other words to make his statement and we're getting the decision 
from the chair for the convention to cast a unanimous vote for richard m nixon all in favor of suspending the 
rules indicate by saying aye [Applause] all opposed no in the opinion of the chair the eyes have it and under 
the motion the governor of california will be recognized 
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[Applause] [Music] [Applause] [Music] so [Music] thank you [Music] thank you thank you thank you very much 
mr chairman fellow delegates fellow republicans we're gathered here with one common bond uniting us and 
that is the knowledge that this great nation cannot stand or survive four more years of the policies that have 
been guiding us for too many of the recent years therefore because the only vehicle in the great two-party 
system with the potential to replace the leadership now 
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potential to replace the leadership now in washington is the republican party i hereby and proudly move on 
behalf of my fellow californians that this convention declare itself as unanimously and united behind the 
candidate richard nixon as the next president of the united states and i shall move [Music] ronald reagan may 
well if he stays in politics he's got a while yet to run on his first term as governor of california have another 
shot at the presidency but it seems unlikely if richard nixon wins in november he would be standing for re- 
election it would be assumed in 72 ronald reagan is 57. the alternates the guests i'm sure are deeply grateful 
for the action taken by governor ronald reagan let us show our appreciation for his appearance and for his 
action we understand that governor rockefeller may hold a news conference shortly and also the nominee of 
the party richard miles nixon is expecting to appear with his family for a statement the chair now appoints the 
following committee to notify richard m nixon of his nomination for president of the united states we expect 
that rockefeller news conference in just two minutes senator carl mont of the state of south dakota 
[Applause] 
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representative john burns of the state of here is governor rockefeller uh at the hotel mort dean at rockefeller 
headquarters the governor is just about to speak water he's just come downstairs from his 14th floor suite 
where he has been all evening with members of his family nice to be back with you all again and to have a 
chance to congratulate former vice president richard nixon on his spectacular success in carrying the 
convention here and getting the nomination of the republican party i've called him on the phone to 
congratulate him personally and wish him all a success in winning the election in november and i'd like to 
take this opportunity to thank those who are here present happy the family who stood by and been such 
tremendous help all through this campaign to all those who have worked with me in the campaign and to all 
of you who are here in this room who travel representing the media you've been terrific you've taken a lot of 
long hard days but i just like to say that i think that every minute of it has been worthwhile in terms of the 
future of this country and i hope it will be useful to the party and to the country in the days that lie anead how 
do you account now for this disparity between what you were anticipating or predicting as recently as four 
o'clock and what actually happened well looks like it didn't count properly before 
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didn't count properly before instead of now i think that there was slippage during the course of the evening i 
ran about 75 votes short of what i thought i was going to get mr reagan ran about 100 short of what shall i 
say i hoped he was going to get and that's the ball game governor have you foreclosed the possibility of 
joining mr nixon somehow on the ticket even though you are both from new york state some accommodation 
could be reached we understand i don't know what you mean by an accommodation well in terms of the 
constitutional provisions of uh residency are you you talking about a spot on the ticket yes don't spend the 
time could you tell us what's the content of your conversation with mr nixon especially what mr nixon told you 
in your phone conversation well he i congratulated him wished him the best of luck in the campaign and he 
expressed appreciation for the spirit in which the campaign had been conducted during the past three 
months that i've been in it stated he thought it was very helpful in terms of discussing the issues and opening 
up thinking on the key subjects before the american people did he specifically asked you for any help in the 
campaign well not in terms of what's already been suggested help in terms of the campaign looking into the 


future uh we'd get together he's headed for california i'm headed for maine governor do you plan to work for 
the nixon ticket this fall i said i'd support whoever was the nominee of the convention that's you don't support 
somebody unless you campaign governor did he indicate did mr nixon indicate he would consult 
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did mr nixon indicate he would consult you at all on his choice for the vice president now i asked him if he'd 
made his decision he said i had he had not and that seemed to me that was his responsibility not mine sir 
this is a rather tough question but i hope it won't be a tough answer you tried for the presidency more than 
once now you failed i wonder what your personal feelings are about what's happening and about your future 
well i really wasn't worrying much about my future as little nelson said daddy if you don't win he said we can 
play together more i think that's the answer right there well i'll tell you four years ago i said i wouldn't and 
here i've just finished doing it i've stopped making predictions you think anything solid came out of this 
grinding campaign that you've done that is for them how do you define something solid well i mean for 
example the platform do you think the platform has been different because you came into the race do you 
think that there will be a different thrust to the campaign because you came in or do you think this will all be 
lost no i think that you're nice to mention it i think frankly that the platform when you listen to the permanent 
chairman's speech jerry ford's speech that the work of the last 10 years and three attempts to get the 
nomination the republican party for the presidency have left their mark on the thinking of the party and i was 
very pleased with 
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the party and i was very pleased with the platform and very pleased with the speech which jerry ford made i 
thought that that showed an awareness of what's going on in this country in the world that is going to be 
tremendously important for the republican party how do you view the future of the party now well having just 
made predictions for the last uh two or three months culminating in this afternoon i don't think i'm going to 
make any predictions but i think it ought to be bright governor and you said in cincinnati that uh mr nixon 
could not win the election this year how do you feel about that now did i say that do you think it'll come back 
to haunt us i hope not governor if you can do your campaign all over again what would you do differently do it 
exactly the same [Applause] is from a small group of staff workers who came down to the press room with 
the governor [Applause] and i've had the same team together and taken the same positions on the issues i 
think they were the sound positions and the constructive ones and a wonderful group of people working 
together governor have you ever been a republican convention no i think that this convention 
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no i think that this convention genuinely prefers dick and i think this is true for the leadership of the party 
governor it's as simple as that governor was the tradition on the eve or in the week before our convention 
before balloting to the candidates to say they're going to win i suppose you can't very well go into the 
balloting saying otherwise i wonder if you'd be willing to tell us to what degree that tactical necessity to what 
degree real deep-seated conviction played a part in your statement no i really thought i was going to win i 
had faith i feel it was the right thing for the country and the right thing for the party and i'm one of those 
people who operate on the base of faith how simple is that do you have any intention to go to the convention 
tonight or tomorrow night to address it well i'm not going tonight what happens tomorrow we'll deal with 
tomorrow governor there have been a number of stories written over the years about your family wealth 
family fortune and the stories have been titled what makes rocky run do you have any new thoughts on the 
subject why you decided to run again what brought you into no new thoughts very simple ones exactly what 
i've said i didn't want to get into i didn't plan to get into it when the circumstances developed as they did when 
president johnson dropped out when the reverend martin luther king was assassinated when he had riots in 
the city a cities i felt the problems facing this nation at home and abroad were so serious and that i had spent 


22 years in public service national international state local that i had no right not to make available what 
experience i had for the use of the party in the country and this is the sole reason i came in governor from an 
ideological standpoint what kind of a vice president would you like dick nixon well believe me uh that is his 
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well believe me uh that is his responsibility governor if he should ask you for your recommendation would 
you be prepared to make one he's been asking everybody else he's pretty well up on it now governor what 
state what what what state hurt you the most in the roll call tonight was it the defection from new jersey do 
you think the erosion was the wrong way governor now that the campaign is over uh have you any 
announcement or can you give us any timetable when you will make an announcement regarding the 
senator from new york that you're going to appoint almost forgotten that thanks for reminding me it's a 
pleasure and thanks to all of you for what you've done great well the governor has just thanked everyone the 
news people who have traveled with him over the past three months traveled some 65 000 miles have come 
up to the podium to shake hands with him there was a daughter and son-in-law behind him as he made his 
statement and here is the nixon family we have 30 floor of the hotel which has been nixon headquarters 
throughout this campaign mr nixon is here his wife pat his two daughters and julia's fiancee young david 
eisenhower they of course have been here watching the proceedings on television watching the count mount 
up and uh now mr nixon is here with a statement to make about the very satisfactory way from his point of 
view that this evening's vote has gone room here is fairly small there's one television camera in it about 15 
reporters still photographers you can hear the shutters clacking behind me although you can't see them 
here's mr nixon mr nixon what is your feeling now having won this victory my feeling first is one of 
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this victory my feeling first is one of great gratitude to all of those who helped me win it this is one of those 
years when i've felt that i could go out and talk about the issues and study the issues and leave the 
campaign organization to a fine team and uh we really had a great team i i know that it's traditional at the 
time that you win a contest like this a contest for the highest office the nomination for the highest office to 
give the credit to others but in this case they deserve it i think i have the finest campaign organization tested 
in the fires of the primaries now ready to go on to the big battle and uh i just want to express my appreciation 
to them and to the thousands of workers in the primary states mr nixon your political fortune sank pretty low 
after 1960 and here you are back on top again how do you explain it it's hard for a man to evaluate how he 
came to a position like this i think that looking at it as a political observer that the vacuum that occurred in the 
republican party after the defeat of 64 the fact that i was the major campaigner for the party in 1966 the fact 
that we had the development on foreign affairs which put great effect on and great interest in the issue of 
foreign policy all of these contributed to making it possible for me to even be considered as a candidate but 
then too i'm as you know somewhat fatalistic about particularly the presidency i think the presidency seeks 
the man i don't mean by that there's an indispensable man i don't mean that a man is drafted i mean a man 
must be ready but unless it's your time unless you're the man the country needs and that your party needs at 
that particular point in history there's no way you can make it i think the reason i'm here is that i 
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i think the reason i'm here is that i was ready uh i was willing and the events were such that this seemed to 
be the time that the party wanted me to carry it standard and i just hope i can be worthy of it in these next 
few months mr nixon all through these past few weeks uh your opponents and indeed most of us on bad 
days have been using words like erosion and slippage and sliding votes up one way and down the other and 
your people just seem to be right blase and kept saying 700 was this locked up all the time and we just didn't 
find it out or what well i actually believe that the nomination was one the night of the oregon primary from 
then on it was simply a matter of are not making mistakes because having gone down the primary road 
having come through those primaries even though our opposition was in absentia for the most part in oregon 
of course there was a great deal spent by the other candidates but they didn't campaign there but having 


done that it was inevitable that i would be nominated i think two when you asked was has it been locked up 
since then not really because if we hadn't had a campaign organization constantly checking the delegates 
constantly seeing whether or not they were moving over to another candidate we could have lost it but we 
were up against two very good teams the rockefeller team was superb well organized well financed the 
reagan team which came in late in the game was a very good team but we had a very good team and we 
started out ahead i i simply would say this that i was being quite candid with you gentlemen of the press 
when i said over and over again when you asked that it was not locked up it was not because we could have 
lost it on the other hand we had it one in oregon and all we did was to retain our winnings and retain our 
position mr election have you any reference against whom you would rather run now that the fall campaign is 
in front of you 
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fall campaign is in front of you well having now been through the process of uh picking the candidate on the 
republican side i'm not going to get at the contest on the democratic side i think i've had enough excitement 
over the past few months in on the republican side as far as preference is concerned i do believe now that uh 
vice president humphrey has to be the favorite although in this unpredictable year something could happen 
at that convention i do think however that we will win in the fall i think we're going to win for the very reason 
that that answer implies because we're a united party i was delighted this evening to have calls from 
governor rockefeller right after the vote became known the wisconsin vote put us over the top a call from 
governor romney and a message came in also from governor reagan this is the way to win it you see the 
beauty of our contest this year was that we won the nomination in a way designed to win the election we 
didn't make the mistake of breaking up the california delegation or breaking up the ohio delegation or raiding 
the michigan delegation and in the state of new york also we respected the rockefeller position of being the 
candidate from new york and i think this will pay off in november we're going to have a united party sure 
we've had a real fight it was a good contest and i'm i'm well aware of that but we have won it in a way that 
we're going into that final campaign united and now the problem of our democratic friends when they meet in 
chicago see if they can do the same thing if they can then we'll be a very very tight contest yes sir do you 
anticipate uh uh well going back to 1960 you had a meeting with governor rockefeller there to discuss uh a 
sort of coincidence of views on issues do you anticipate another of those will be necessary now 
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well not only will such a meeting will be be necessary but it will be very appropriate with governor rockefeller 
governor romney governor rhodes the governors of the major states i told governor rockefeller today that i 
was very anxious to sit down with him not only to talk campaign strategy but to talk about some of the great 
issues foreign policy and the policies with regard to the cities in which he is a recognized expert uh that's 
always been my view that i don't have all the knowledge and i want the strongest men and the best 
knowledge that our party can produce and we're very fortunate to have men like rockefeller and reagan and 
romney and rhodes real powerhouses who can contribute to that i'll be discussing things with the governor 
and i think he'll give me some good views as will governor reagan and the others mr do you anticipate 
meeting the governors uh the first week from now on i will be going to california for meetings with various 
issue groups that is people who will be coming to california to go over the great issues that we're going to 
have to prepare positions on for the final campaign and then in the pre the week after that in other words the 
second week the week before the democratic convention is the best way to describe it i would hope then to 
begin to see some of the governors of the major states and to start to design the campaign strategy but also 
to try to get an exchange of views something else i'm interested in too is to see if any of them have good 
men on their campaign staffs that might be available for our campaign i mentioned that to governor 
rockefeller today because we're we're not just winning this nomination as an exclusive club we want this 
party to be inclusive that's the strength of our campaign to date and that's going to be the strength of our 
campaign in the final mr next year millions of americans of course are watching and listening right now at this 
hour in the morning i'm not so 
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at this hour in the morning i'm not so sure you have made it quite clear that you uh intend not only to unite 
the republican party but to unite the nation and i wonder if in a word you could give a message to the 
american people who are still up at this hour watching this dramatic historic moment a message that you 
would want the american people to have at this time well that message i will go into in more detail when i 
make my acceptance speech tomorrow night but uh in a word tonight i would say this that i have tried 
throughout this campaign for the nomination to talk not just to the republican party but to the nation uh i will 
continue to talk in that vein between now and november because the problems that we face abroad and at 
home are simply too big for the usual politics as usual and partisanship as usual i believe that the problems 
are so great that we need not only the best thinking of the republican party and that means not only the nixon 
people but the reagan people and the rockefeller people and the romney people but we also need the best 
thinking that we can get from all segments of america including leading members of the democratic party 
now of course as far as any what we call coalition is concerned in which we can tap that kind of thinking that 
will have to come after the election but i intend incidentally to wage the campaign between now and 
november in a way that i can unite the nation i'm not going to change my tactics now this is not going to be a 
partisan campaign republican versus democrat i don't want to say anything in this campaign that will divide 
america geographically that will divide it racially uh that will divide it on a party basis sure it'll be hard hitting 
i'm going to hit on the issues that i think are right and i'm going to take on the administration for its failures or 
and take on its candidate for those failures on the other hand i want to win the election in the same way that i 
won the nomination win the election in a way that i can unite the country it should not be a tough hard 
partisan 
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it should not be a tough hard partisan campaign bruce bruce morton oh mr nick yes sir you've heard a good 
bit today about southern pressures uh on you in connection with the vice presidential choice are you free 
tonight to pick anyone you wish as a running mate certainly am as a matter of fact i won the nomination 
without having to pay any price make any deal with any uh candidate or any individuals representing a 
candidate now when i meet with the representatives from all over the country they'll have some strong views 
the southern delegates the northern delegates the midwestern delegates and the western delegates but i will 
make the decision based on my best judgment as the man as to the man that can work best with me and that 
will i think perhaps if if he ever has to do that serve as president of the united states and when you talk about 
pressures from my from southern delegates let me make it very clear i've had it from all over the country i've 
heard from the midwesterners have their favorites and the northerners have theirs and the southerners have 
theirs and it's going to be my first hard political decision now is to decide from among the host of good 
candidates that have been suggested who's the best man i think when we by tomorrow morning i'll have an 
announcement on that that will be of interest mr nixon i haven't decided yet though you reportedly told some 
of the southerners that you would not stuff a candidate down their throats it would not be acceptable to them 
and some of them interpret that as meaning that it would not be lindsay or it would not be happier well how 
anybody would interpret what i say of course is something that only they could respond to but let me say that 
i have made that same statement to delegations from the northern states as well because i want a candidate 
who does not divide this country for vice president any more than i divided for further as a candidate for 
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divided for further as a candidate for president and so i don't intend to pick a candidate for the vice 
presidency that will be unacceptable for example to the eastern states the big city states any more than i pick 
a candidate that will be unacceptable to the southern states when you get to the how many there are i think i 
think there are very few that are in the category that somebody's going to veto them i think we've got a big 
field to choose from yes yes and that's why we have to that's why we have to knock this meeting off because 
governor dewey governor goldwater two the two former candidates are here along with a number of party 
leaders and then tomorrow morning we will meet with the elected party officials ray bliss the chairman of the 


senate and house campaign committees uh the republican leaders the house and senate one last question if 
i might have mrs nixon well i can just say that it's been a tremendously exciting time and we're very tired 
because it's late but we're happy well let me ask can i add one word there uh i i personally think when i talk 
about my campaign team that uh nobody has ever had a family team that was of a greater assistance than 
nixon family i can say that so bruce morton bruce morton yes laura do you think you can hold the weight of 
the candidate for just one more question regarding the invitation delivered to him immediately after his 
candidacy was confirmed from the dr frank stanton the president of cbs inviting him to debate the democratic 
candidate whoever he may be [Music] looking very much the way the winner ought to look very calm very 
relaxed she has been throughout all the pressures of this campaign uh bruce morton not at all apparently 
showing the strength what's been going on yes walter did you hear me i should i ask if it's 
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did you hear me i should i ask if it's possible to ask the candidate whether he has received the letter from dr 
frank stanton dispatched just moments after he was nominated from cbs inviting him to appear with the 
democratic candidate in a debate or a series of debates during the campaign i wonder if you could ask him if 
he uh how he looks upon a debate he's favored them in the past how does he feel now they've cut off the 
question now but he has said throughout the primary campaign that he would be willing to debate his 
opponent and we've had no hint uh here that's come up once or twice during this past week of any change in 
his attitude i don't imagine that it's changed now i wonder if he has received dr stanton's letter inviting him to 
debate specifically now that he is the candidate yes i think he has as a matter of fact he was handed that as i 
understand it is being handed it just now by one of our people who's here again his position throughout has 
been that uh debates were a good idea and he was perfectly willing to go ahead with one well i suppose 
we're going to have to wait for a formal acceptance i think so he's not he's not opened the letter yet he's just 
had it and stuffed it into his pocket as he was leaving the room this letter from dr stanton invites presidential 
candidate nixon to debate with his democratic opponent it says that cbs either unilaterally or in conjunction 
with the other nationwide radio and television networks will make available all necessary facilities and prime 
time the offer said dr stanton is contingent only upon waiver of section 315 of the communications act an 
agreement on time place and format that legislation to suspend 315 was unanimously passed by the senate 
on may 29th it's now pending before the lower house an identical invitation to this will be sent to the 
democratic 
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this will be sent to the democratic nominees to be selected in chicago the last week of this month and in this 
letter dr stanton proposed the meeting with the representative of the candidates as soon as possible after 
that democratic convention a letter to nixon from dr stanton president cbs went on to say in light of your long 
consistent and forthright advocacy of broadcast debates which you have expressed on many occasions and 
of your deep understanding of their enormous potential as a means of informing the electorate and of 
stimulating interest in the campaign we urge you and your running mate to accept this invitation we believe 
such discussions would perform a public service of the highest order so a an invitation is in mr nixon's pocket 
now to debate his democratic opponent if this section 315 which provides equal time for all of the minority 
party candidates is suspended to permit debates without putting on 20 or 25 or 26 or whatever it is minority 
party candidates from the vegetarian party and the prohibition party and all the rest of them following his 
speech to the convention governor reagan met with reporters outside the hall spoke to them among them 
with cbs news correspondent terry drinkwater governor may we ask you what you might have done 
differently thinking back now nothing there isn't anything i could have done differently i think if you analyze it i 
told you all through the year i could not i could not have become newly elected as governor of california and 
set out a short time later to with my eyes on another job at the same time i was conscious of this effort in the 
part of some people i didn't know whether they reflected enough uh of the cross section of the party that this 
uh there was only one way to find out was for them to continue and for me uh by virtue for the fact i was a 
favorite 
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by virtue for the fact i was a favorite son to be placed in nomination here how much excuse me how much of 
campaigning on the part of mr nixon will you do well i've pledged to every delegation that i've spoken to and 
pledged publicly that i'm going to support whoever is the nominee and now the nominee is richard nixon i'm 
going to do what i've done in the last several elections i'm going to campaign to the best of my ability will you 
go across the country as you have in the past year or so making well i think i know from my experience in a 
previous national election but as a campaigner strategy and where you go is is decided at a higher level than 
just someone taking off on their own first of course i have an obligation in our own state not only for the top of 
the ticket but for our whole our whole california slate of legislators and our candidate for the senate and all 
that's the first responsibility i'm sure they'll recognize that then whatever within the duties of governor can be 
fitted in in other areas why i suppose it will be where the campaigners decide i can be of the most use can 
nixon win of course any republican can win we've got to go the people want to change how you feel about 
that governor how do you feel about luke well i don't think i really lost how can you lose when you go back to 
being governor of california i want to tell you there's been this has been a case of mixed emotions here with 
the thought that uh if such a thing did happen uh the change that would represent in my life i'm a californian 
and i love it thank you ladies and gentlemen well in montgomery alabama cbs news reporter ed rabel has 
been watching tonight's convention session with third party candidate george wallace governor wallace 
you've seen the outcome of the republican convention what are your thoughts now about the nomination of 
richard nixon well of course the republican convention came out as i thought it would come out and so far as 
a presidential nominee was concerned i thought he would win all the time of course what do you feel for this 
man 
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course what do you feel for this man personally what kind of candidate do you think he'll be well of course i 
have a high personal guard for mr nixon personally but it's not going to change the support that our 
movement is getting in the country because mr nixon has supported along with the republican party those 
matters and movements in our country that people are against and so i think he will be defeated as saying 
the same as the democratic nominee will be defeated in november you've said that uh you're sure to capture 
most of the southern states now does this make any difference now that richard nixon has been nominated 
this doesn't make any difference for the simple reason that mr nixon has supported along with leadership in 
the republican party those movements that have taken over our schools and our domestic institutions in this 
part of the country in fact it started in the the eisenhower republican uh nixon administration and uh so 
there's really not much difference or any difference a ten cents worth of difference in the attitude of mr nixon 
and the democratic attitude toward these matters and mr nixon of course will not carry in my judgment in his 
southern state you've been saying in your campaign that your third party movement had the republicans 
worried down there in miami what role do you think your candidacy played in actually nominating richard 
nixon i don't know whether it played any part in nominating anybody it played a great role in worrying the 
delegates at the republican convention and i believe that mr nixon according to the birmingham news uh said 
the other day that he didn't intend to jam down the throats of the people of our region uh things that it won't 
jam down well of course he's right in that regard there's nothing else to jam down our throats he and the 
republican leadership and the democratic leadership have just about destroyed local government in our part 
of the country and we're going to continue to speak about it throughout the length and 
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about it throughout the length and breadth of not only our region but throughout the united states is the right 
candida uh if the right kind of vice presidential uh nominee candidate would be brought up to serve with 
nixon would that tend to make you want to drop out of the race i will never drop out of the race because it 
doesn't make any difference who they nominate for the vice presidency they're going to have to run on the 
platform and they're going to have to run going to have to run on the record of the republican party and the 
record of the republican party uh is the antithesis of what the average person thinks in this region of the 


country so uh it just doesn't make a difference who they nominate for the vice presidency the republicans are 
not going to care our part of the country and all the democrats either do you think you have many defections 
from your movement i don't see why we have any defections from our movement because most people who 
are supporting me in this part of the country and other parts of the country felt that mr nixon would be the 
nominee and so i don't think it is no any change at all we're going to care this great part of the country and 
we're going to carry other sections of the country also cbs news has invited both the vice president 
humphrey and senator mccarthy along with governor wallace to comment after this republican nomination 
but because of the lateness of the hour the vice president mr mccarthy were forced to retire without making 
their comments meanwhile governor wallace goes on with his campaign and there are many who believe 
that he will take enough electoral votes in november to force this election this year into the house of 
representatives it indeed could happen now eric severide has some final thoughts on this night of the 
republican nomination eric well it's a very final hour uh walter uh what we've seen here is a culmination of 
one of the most extraordinary personal achievements in the whole history of american politics in fact it's 
unique there never before has been a man nominated once by his party 
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party passed over four years later and then nominated again four years after that never before and this is a 
man who six years ago seemed politically at death's door as this party four years ago seemed almost at 
death's door politically it started to come back two years ago the election of a great many new young people 
particularly governors mr nixon had a good deal to do with that because he worked so hard at beginning that 
far back and even beyond that that's one reason he's been nominated this thing is a case of the tortoise 
versus the very late starting hairs and for once the old fable has come true and mr nixon it simply has made 
himself mr republican as senator taft was called years ago he's made friends partly by not making enemies 
he's worked at this constantly the people at all levels of the party all of the country feel they know him 
personally he has changed with the times as he has said himself particularly on global foreign policy matters 
and they rather than domestic affairs are or any way always were his principal interest now their problem is 
to convince the country that this old party the gop has itself changed along with the times and what will affect 
that of course the other side of that coin how much does the democratic party seem to have changed under 
mr johnson in these last years and under the rending and tearing effect of a foreign war with a rather 
unconvincing premise behind it and no outcome in sight in time or in in nature mr nixon as he said himself 
tonight has filled a vacuum and in part aside from his own dogged and endless work he won by the default of 
his possible opponents the new young governors were really unable to get together uh mr rock for anyone 
else mr rockford himself was indecisive until spring that was pretty late governor 
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spring that was pretty late governor reagan obviously was much too green and inexperienced and not well 
known well known enough at the local party levels but we don't know of course since we sit in here in the 
middle of the hurley burley concentrating on what's right before us is what the general effect of what has 
been seen tonight the general effect on the american public is what do they see in terms of the nature of this 
party how does its collective personality come through and identify itself for this party mr nixon said over and 
over again unity is the name of the game this time it has to be unified is to have any hope of offering a 
leadership that could unify the american society and to do that means reconciling a great many people like 
negroes disaffected youth farmers who are hurting in their pocketbooks and of course that vast and up to 
now rather silent middle class lower middle class massive people who so far as we can tell are rather fed up 
with violence and disrespect for their own american values that will take a great leader indeed he has said 
tonight that he will not wage a partisan campaign that this is all above party he said earlier there would not 
be specific solution republican solutions to all these things it'd have to be national solutions whether he can 
actually do that is going to depend a great deal on the nature of his democratic opponent and how they go 
about it mr nixon is the man that president johnson wanted to campaign against if he ran again i think he's 
the man that mr humphrey would like to run again against if he is the nominee and what then happens in that 
transaction will have a great deal to do with the nature and the temper of this campaign coming ahead for 


nelson rockefeller who pretty surely could have been elected president eight years ago if they nominated him 
this is the end of the road as far as the presidency is concerned he's 60 years old he has many other 
interests in life and 
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he has many other interests in life and from his attitude tonight when i had the feeling that take a great effort 
on his part to become terribly active again in this campaign roger well i imagine eric that that most 
republicans who watched the convention over the last three or four days are hoe-humming and i think that 
most republicans i think most republicans are and i think after the democratic convention if if hubert 
humphrey is uh nominated the the democrats will be hole-humming i think that uh that both candidates 
probably arouse less passion among their followers than any that i can think of in recent years but you can't 
imagine a campaign for two or three months this fall with this country in a war that has torn people apart and 
raised tempers and made nerves so raw as they are with violence and riots a humdrum campaign with 
people not caring no i don't mean that the campaign would be humdrum but i mean that the candidates 
themselves as opposed to uh to kennedy and eisenhower have attracted less passion among their followers 
and trying to read richard nixon's mind for instance on the vice presidency involves fun and games this 
evening he said he's tried to defang the issue as a possible divisive force in the deliberations of the party uh 
and he is obviously trying to avoid ramming anyone down anyone's throat that's why he's going to pick a 
man that will be reasonably acceptable to all groups this is a total character with his whole campaign 
wouldn't you say uh that would be it yes that would be not if he he's faced with so many possibilities with the 
wallace threat i suppose pressure is on him to put on the ticket of southerner who might blunt the effect of 
wallace in the 
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might blunt the effect of wallace in the south we're going to balance that against the north and the west now 
you don't really believe this no i don't at all i think the only criteria in the criterion he set out is that he be 
number one he said someone who could see succeed him as president number two someone who could 
campaign effectively nationally and number three that he was someone he could trust i may be very wrong 
but i rather suspect all this little boomlet for senator hatfield tonight that's a rather small state oregon and i'm 
not sure that he could carry enough clout to give great help to mr nixon no i think hatfield is uh uh i don't think 
he has the national reputation that and the effectiveness on the campaign that that nixon needs he does not 
need percy to win illinois by all the polls but he could use help in pennsylvania that's why i was trying to 
suggest earlier that raymond schaefer may have overlooked schaefer as a possible dark force and i don't 
really rule out uh john lindsay i would rule him out in terms of um border state southern state i can't love 
anyone who knows what mr nick's going to do it's his private council but you know those that again recently 
uh dirksen told an interesting story about how the how nixon picked uh his running mate in 1960 henry uh 
cabot lodge and after he got the nomination nixon called in uh justice as he's going to call in this morning 
tomorrow all the elected leaders and all the party leaders and they sat around this table john bricker was 
there and trusted morton was there and they all began to throw names into the pot and they went round the 
table five and six times and bricker the old good old midwest conservative uh mentioned that henry cabot 
lodge had made a very good impression on college 
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made a very good impression on college campuses and as they went around the table again and again it 
finally stopped at richard nixon and uh nixon said i think i'll take henry cabot lodge and i imagine that's the 
way it'll go tomorrow cut walter you know i far be it for me to quarrel with roger mudd and eric severide 
gentlemen i don't tend to agree with you at this hour in the morning but flowing across this desk here tonight 
there are an awful lot of indicators on this hatfield thing somebody has really got the rumors spreading and 
and picking it up at one place or another for instance we had a report tonight that we know cbs news learned 
that representative clark mcgregor who the nixon regional coordinator has been asking his region which is 


the upper plain states he asked minnesota state chairman george tice early today that just early this morning 
it's thursday if mark hatfield was acceptable and the thais reportedly agreed presumably if that's happening 

in that region it may be happening in others so that we haven't had any confirmation it just smells like hatfield 
is in in is leading the running at the moment but if you make some cogent arguments why not and i suppose 
all we can do is wait the hour for the announcement has not been made yet but we understand that earlier 
tonight we understood it would probably be between 10 and 11 this morning that's only seven hours from 
now so the decision-making process is going to have to grind away overnight for that decision to come that 
early when the delegate count came down near the end of the alphabetical roll call tonight it was obvious that 
the state that would put nixon over the top was wisconsin the announcement of this wisconsin vote was 
made by governor warren knowles let's look again wisconsin is proud to cast its 30 
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wisconsin is proud to cast its 30 votes for the nominee of this convention richard m nixon so governor 
knowles of wisconsin makes the announcement of the wisconsin vote that puts nixon into nomination by the 
republican party for the presidency of the united states for the second time [Music] that's the way it went uh 
here about an hour and a half ago when nixon became the candidate of his party for 1968 far be it from us to 
crow but that's exactly what i want to do again i want to say that those valiant souls in the cbs news 
department who have been working since last february when the first delegates were chosen new hampshire 
primary from right on through keeping a delegate count up to the minute we're absolutely on target then we 
knew it at 5 30 this evening that nixon was over the top we don't believe that he went over the top until that 
hour that was the moment when the last delegate slid into that 667 count that he needed for a nomination 
and uh furthermore we were also able to say early in the evening that wisconsin was the state that was going 
to turn the tide and it did what we've seen here tonight was the personal triumph of one man the personal 
glory but agony of two men with long service to their country and their party richard milhouse nixon 55 former 
congressman senator two-term vice president party standard bearer just eight years ago tonight won a 
victory which qualifies him for the even bigger race now for the next three months to the white house and a 
chance at this most powerful post in the entire world nelson aldrich rockefeller 60 a multi-millionaire a sub- 
cabinet 
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60 a multi-millionaire a sub-cabinet official under three presidents serving his third term as new york 
governor lost his chance tonight to perhaps forever because of aids to run for president ronald reagan could 
yet have another try at the nomination nixon and rockefeller probably would not so there could be only 
soaring victory for one crushing defeat for the other and it came just before 2am eastern time went as you 
saw there just a moment ago on our videotape replay wisconsin's 30 votes pushed nixon's total to 6813 more 
than needed for nomination after that wyoming added its 12 votes then all the switches began to take place 
and eventually as always is it came out to be unanimous while there was a lot of excitement here in miami 
beach this week talk about five and six ballots and even harold stasson thinking he was going to get it on the 
seventh uh it is true in this party and in the democratic party that most candidates are selected on the first 
ballot the republican party has selected a candidate on more than one ballot only twice since 1920 and the 
last time was in 1948. the democrats only twice since 1924 and the last time was 1952 so there's nothing 
unusual in a one ballot victory some here who held on to their votes on the first roll call perhaps waiting to 
bargain on later ballots gambled and they lost and one rule of politics is never to forget who stood up to be 
counted when it was needed and who did not i had lie speeches and statements of unity we've already heard 
one tonight from the platform from ronald reagan and one at a news conference from rockefeller ahead to is 
nixon's choice of the running mate as we have been speculating here you'll announce that tomorrow also 
tomorrow with the convention wind up the formal campaign begins nixon sets out in command of his party 
once more on the long road he traveled almost to the brink of victory to the brink of victory just eight years 
ago tonight bloodlessly 
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just eight years ago tonight bloodlessly without tearing their party apart the republicans named their 1968 
presidential candidate whether they've named a winner remains to be seen tomorrow our wrap-up coverage 
of this 29th republican national convention will begin at 7 00 eastern time and we hope that you will again
